Mrs. Drewry already is under 
$5,000 bond for the indictment in 
the shooting of Dean Drewry. 

Trembling slightly, the bare- 
headed defendant rose and stood 
silently as the Court said: “In ac- 
cordance with the jury’s verdict, 
I sentence you to serve two to four 
years in prison.” 

She then slumped into her chair

Dean Drewry and his 26-year- 
old present wife left the Clarke 
County Courthouse when the jury 
retired.

Russian rejection of the United States 
protest against the shooting down of an 
_ unarmed Navy plane in the Baltic, and 
the murder of 10 of our men, was to be 
expected. 

A nation which will shoot down a

the crime, cannot be expected to assume 
the responsibility customarily expected of 
a civilized nation. 

The speed with which the Soviet re- 
plied, and the curt manner of the note, 
emphasize the deterioration of relations 
between the two countries.

So does the 
declaration that Soviet fliers now have 
been ordered to shoot down any foreign 
planes that fly over Russian territory. 
This country now has retaliated, to a de- 
gree, against the Czechoslovak order by 
telling the Czechs to shut down their Chi-

The next move in the 
shooting case is up to the State Depart- 
ment. Surely we will not acquiesce to the 
crime by closing our books on the matter 
so easily arid so soon. 


There have been, of course, numerous 
test wells in Georgia.

Are We Making the H-Bomb? 


WASHINGTON—Is the United States now making a serious, 
all-out effort to produce a true hydrogen bomb? If not, why not? 

All discussion of the problems involved in making the hydro- 
gen bomb—a subject which may affect the lives of all Americans 
only too intimately—must be carried on gropingly, in near-darkness. 
Yet the basic, publicly available facts on this hideously unpleas- 
ant subject have been reported recently in this space. And these 
facts point rather obviously to certain interesting deductions, 

In the first place, all the available evidence clearly indicates 
that a very great effort indeed must be made if the true hydrogen 
bomb is to be achieved. The problem of “maintaining assembly”— 
of keeping the bomb mechanism intact long enough for the fusion 
process to take place—is in itself a fantastically difficult scientific 
and engineering problem. 


Yet conversely, all the evidence at hand also sug- 
gests that nothing like the kind of effort apparently 
required is in fact being made. This evidence falls into three 
parts. Part one is the President’s brief statement — “I have 
directed the Atomic Energy Commission to continue its work on 
all forms of atomic weapons, including the so-called hydrogen or 
super-bomb.” This statement clearly implies that no special, new, 
or extra effort is contemplated. ; 

Part two is the budget. Very great expenditures will clearly be 
necessary if the extraordinary problems involved in making the hy- 
drogen bomb are to be solved in anything like the immediate future. 

Part three is the scientists. The great scientists who made the 
atom bomb ible—Oppenheimer, Urey, Bethe, Zacharias, Bacher, 
Fermi, A. H. Compton, to name a random list—are clearly not 
working full time, or even part time, on the hydrogen project. They 
are lecturing, or working in their universities, or otherwise occupied.

One may inventory his mannerisms, the self-described “hog-calling voice”; the con-

the burying of his destroyer-prow chin in his neck as he plows 


ke a final-yard full- 


back into the opposition; and finally, but by no means least frequent, the business of 
ostentatiously swigging a swallow of water after making a dubious point, 


But one has to see McCarthy in action to realize how convincing he can be, to ap- 
preciate the verbal footwork of the innuendo and the smear as practiced by a complete 
master of art. One has to hear him skillfully fabricate an indictment from a mass of 


double-talk and irrelevancies. 


One has to watch as he avoids and evades cross-exam- 


ination, turning the questions into the launching ways for another tirade. 


When McCarthy gets going, there is literally no stemming the tide of his vitupera- 
tiveness nor of hemming him in with the facts. Thursday night, before several hun- 
dred newspaper editors, Gen. Snow, Chairman of the State Department’s Loyalty and 
Security Board, denied categorically and point by point the McCarthy charges. And yet 
the Senator left the hall with the self-satisfied swagger of a man who had completely 


proved his case. 


Sen. McCarthy has not, like yon Cassius, a lean and hungry look. But the subse- 

ques description fits him better than well. Such men are indeed dangerous. One has 

e feeling, watching him, that such a potentially powerful political personality has not 
cast its shadow on the national scene since the timely death of Huey Long. 


Speaking of the Kingfish, the South can be grateful to Sen. McCarthy for one thing. 
He is glib and articulate proof that we have no corner on demagogues.

Editor Constitution: I would appreciate a 
little help, please. I have worked for the Express 
Company for 31 years. I have watched parcel 
post shipments grow year by year by increased 
weights and size of shipments. I have also 
watched the loss of handling parcel post grow 
year by year from a few thousand to nearly two 
hundred million a year. 

If the express operates at a loss, the express 
company makes the loss good. The parcel post 
does operate at a loss that has to be made good 
by the public in all kind of taxes, a loss which 
is growing each year and will reach a loss of two 
hundred million by the end of 1950. Where are 
the business brains of the postmaster general? 

The House of Representatives has passed H. R. 
2945, providing increased parcel post rates, with 
reductions in weights and sizes. That does not 
interfere with the present rates, size or weights 
to and from any point on a rural or star route, 
or to and from any third or fourth-class post 
office. This bill will cut down that two hundred 
million loss in parcel post that is growing each 
year. That loss falls in the lap of the public. 
Don’t you think it is time for the parcel post 
department to have a good house-cleaning?
